As our readers know, the .Separate 
School system cannot be abolished in On- 
tario without emending the constitution, and 
this cannot be done by the Legislature of 
Ontario or evon the Parliament of Canada. 
The Canadian constitution, however, is not 
like the laws of the Modes and Persians. It 
can be altered and amended, and an agita- 
tion to have it changed is perfectly legiti- 
mate, The Council of the Association ap- 
pears to he quite conscious of the magnitude 
of the task it lias undertaken, and of 

the obstacles that lie in the way of its suc- 
cessful accomplishment, bul it advises the 
electors to take tin' first Btep necessary to 
effect the change it d< sires. It says : 

•'The ( louncil does not protend to conceal 
that tho object it has in view in obtaining 
liy constitutional means the repeal of the 
enactment referred to, is that of abolishing 
Separate schools. It is convinced that there 
ought to be no separation of the children of 
the people in the matter of education. As 
one law for all is sound doctrine, so one 
Public school for all is demanded by the 
principles of the Equal Rights Association. 
Nor can any g od reason be assigned why 
the Province ol Ontario should, by fetters, 
be compelled to maintain and perpetuate a 
dual system of schools. The people of On- 
tario never assented to the Separate school 
system. It ivns originally forced upon them 
by the representatives of Lower C.uiad,

to. But the growth of feeling with refer- 
ence to these and kindred subjects has been 
in some places SO ureal that It has been 

deemed proper by members of the associa- 
tion to enter the Held of active polities and 
to put forward candidates to be representa- 
tives in our legislative halls. The wisdom 
of this course must depend on local circum- 
stances, but tho association has full lid- 

ence in the objects and aims of the branches, 
which have thought proper to assume this 
responsibility. " 

A great deal bus been beard about the 
use of the French language in the schools of 
the province of Ontario. The address of 
the Equal Rights Association is far from 
being silent on this question. It says : 

"\\ Idle in no way desirous of limiting 
the educational facilities ol our French 
fellow-citizens, and while willing to make 
all reasonable concessions to their conveni- 
ence, yet being at the same time profoundly 
convinced of the importance of having the 
English language common to all the people 
of Ontario, and recognizing the fact that 
the use of the French language, as the 
language of instruction, tends to perpetuate 
evils which we ure now seeking to remove, 
we urge that Steps he taken to secure as 
speedily as possible (a) that English shall be 
the language of instruction in all public 
schools in Ontario, (b) that every teacher in 
a public school shall be able to use the 
English language efficiently iu imparting 
instruction, and (c) that no text books shall 
1)0 used except those authorized by the 
Department of Education; and that, the law 
in this respect should be strictly enforced. 

It seems to us that the members id' the 
Ontario Equal Rights Association have a 
rather one-sided view of equal rights. 11 
they could realize the condition all English 
minority in Quebec would be iu it tin 
French Canadian majority of that provii.ee 
insisted that French should be the language 
of instruction in all public schools, ii they 
had sufficient imagination to realize the 
state a school composed of English-speaking 
children would be in if the teacher was com- 
pelled to address them in French whenever 
he attempted to tench them anything, they 
would see that there is very little sense ami 
less justice in that part of their platform 
which insists upon children whose mother- 
tongue is b'rench being taught by a teacher 
wlio is forbidden to use tin- French lan- 
guage while instructing them. It might he 
said that the French majority in Quel c 
dare not use their power in such an absurd 
and tyrannical way. Why not? 11 it i" 
right for the English majority in Ontario to 
insist that t he language of inst met ion in all 
schools shall be English, how can it bo wrong 
iu the French majority in Quebec, to com- 
pel all teachers to use the French language 

when instructing their pupil-. It must be 
remembered that under I he ( 'oust itutiou of 
Canada the French majority in Quebec have 
precisely the same rights, powers and pre- 
rogatives as the English majority iu On- 
tario. The Constitution of tho Dominion is, 
we are proud to know, an equnl rights' con- 
stitution. It knows no distinction of race, 
language, or creed. But we do not for a mo- 
ment siipposu - 1 hat t he peopl- of Ontario 
will adoplAhe Equal Rights Association's 
plan of teaching iu the French schools, or 
that tin- people of Quebec will ever iie 
tempted to retaliate. 

The chief plank, however, io the platform 
of the Equal Rights' Association, is the 
abolition of the separate school system. Hie

The City of Seattle is 259 feet long, 40 
feet wide, and 17 in depth at the lowest 
place in her hold. She is a much larger 
boat than the City of Kingston, and is ex- 
pected to make faste time.

Toller 
replied; "I'll hit you with anything 
I can lay my hands on." Leet then 
expressed his opinion of Mr. Toller 
again, and left the otliee. 

Cross-examined by the defence — 
You and 1 bad business together, and 
you had business which brought you 
into my office. 1 understood Toller 
meant he had caught you napping 
when he asked if yon were asleep in 
your office. Nothing would have 
happened if Toller had kept bis 
mouth shut. 

Mr. Lent — J plead justification 
this case, and I ask you. .Mr. Hall, if 
you do not think I had sufficient pro- 
vocation to strike him !

cellent sandstone, the other of pure white 
marble — are at present attracting the ad- 
miration of all interested in mineralogy. 
The sandstone, which is of remarkably good 
color and grain, was recently discovered to 
exist in immense quantity on Addington 
Island, near Alert Bay. The samples 
brought down are of a line, gradations 
stone, which cuts, saws or bores well, and 
which will stand tire better than any known 
fire brick. This last mentioned quality 
renders it specially adapted fur furnace 
building, while it can also be used to 
splendid advantage by builders and in 
monumental work. 

Addington Island, where the quarries are 
located, contains about one hundred acres 
of the sandstone. Messrs. Hewson and 
Budge are the owners of the valuable find, 
| and their intention is to develop it at once. 
They claim that the quality of 
the stone is much suporior to 
the Nanairno article, while it can be profit- 
ably marketed at a lower price. Addington 
Island, alone of the group of which it forms 
one, contains the sandstone which is already 
being used by Victoria cutters. 

Of the marble great things are expected. 
It is pronounced of harder, closer grain than 
the Vermont production, and is said to be 
comparable only with Italian It cuts well 
and takes an unsurpassed polish, while its 
solidity ensures its durability. Of the full 
extent of the supply which is coutained in 
the mountain at Knight's Inlet, little is 
known. The deposit appears inexhaustible 
—at any rate, there is enough to last the 
whole Pacilic Coast for centuries. Rutland 
marble now monopolizes the trade of 
America, but the owners of the Knight's 
Inlet mine expect to compete successfully 
with tho Vermonters, having a better 
article, which they will be able to sell just 
as cheaply. It is anticipated that the uev 
marble will take the place of all importei 
material here at once, and I hat the tradl 
that will he opened lip by its espia l at ion ti 
the United States will constitute another 
important and profitable industry for 
British Columbia.

" OUR OLD HOME." 

A Lady's Impressions of a Recent Trip to 
England.

ent family and friends in England, she 
should prefer Victoria to any place she bad 
yet seen. On the outward journey, she had 
looked forward, with much anticipation, to 
wdiat she should see and experience; but, 
having seen all that it was possible for her 
to "take in," it had been with a sense of 
satisfaction that 8he had turned her face 

homeward. Indeed, every mile she got 
nearer to British Columbia, hud increased 
her longing to get there, as she fully real- 
ized the truth of the lines :

The lady ex- 
pressed the opinion that good service could 
be done to this province and the Mother 
land were they a greater influx of those 
people, who, if there did uot exactly find 
what they wanted or anticipated, wen- pre- 
pared to take up the next best thing and 
put all their energies into it. 



CORONER'S INQUEST
